You will recall the Senate passed a version of this Bill which is now 
being considered by the House Civil Service Sub- Committee. 


d. Selected Evacuation -- Terrorists Attacks On 20 July 1970 the 
Department of State informally coordinated an airgram which would enun- 
ciate a policy that in the event a civilian employee of the USG and/or family 
is subject to terrorists attack, the COM can recommend they be moved to a 
safehaven on a TDY basis to permit recovery from the strain and a determi- 
nation as to whether they should be returned to the post, reassigned, etc.
